AN ACT to amend chapter one hundred and eighty-two, laws of 
1860, entitled, "An act providing for an increase of highway-tax in 
the county of Richland." 

The people of the State qf Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact cut follows: 

SEcriox 1. Section one, of chapter one hundred Boo, 1, oh. 
182,enladvz.1860— and eighty-two (182), of the laws of 1860, is hereby 

amended by striking out the word "county," where 
it occurs, and insert in lieu thereof the word coun-
ties, and by inserting after the word "Richland," the 
words "and Shawano," so that it shall read as fol-
lows: The electors of the several towns in the coun-
ties of Richland and Shawano may, at the annual 
town meetings, held in their respective towns, order 
that an additional tax, not exceeding ten mills on the 	Additional 
dollar valuation, to be raised for the improvements of t"' 
highways and bridges therein, and such tax so or- 
dered, shall be assessed, collected and disbursed in 
the same manner as other highway taxes in said 
towns. 

Sncriox 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

AN ACT to amend section one (1), of chapter two hundred and twen-
ty (220), of the general laws of 1874, amendatory of section ten

inspector of lumber-district number two." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Lumber-district number two is hereby 
exempt from the provisions of section one (1), of 
chapter two hundred and twenty (220), of the gene-
ral laws of 1874. Also of section ten (10), of chapter 
one hundred and sixty-seven (167), of the general 
laws of 1864, so far as they relate to the fees of lum-
ber-inspectors. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in full 
force from and after its passage.

AN ACT to amend chapter seventy-four, of the Revised Statutes, 
entitled, of Free Masons, Odd Fellows and other similar societies. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 3. Such trustees may, also, in the name of 
such lodge, division or society, and in strict conform- 
ity with the rules and regulations of the grand lodge, 
division or society, from which they may derive their 
charters, sue and be sued in all courts and places, and 
they may recover and hold all the debts, demands, 
rights and privileges, all buildings, burying places, 
and all the estate [and] appurtenances belonging to 
such lodge, division or society, in whatsoever man- 
ner the same may have been acquired, or in whose 
hands soever the same may be held, as fully and am- 
ply as if the right and title thereto had been origin- 

'Trustees may ally vested in the said trustees, and they may hold

erty.  prove the same, and being authorized by a vote of a 

majority of all the members of a lodge, division or 
other society in regular standing, may grant, bargain, 
sell and convey the same in fee simple, and such trus-
